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Revised  Outlook  for  1947 

Tanners'  caah  receipts  in  the  first  3  months  of  1947  have  "been  running  about  25  percent 
higher  than  in  the  early  months  of  last  year;  and  total  receipts  during  the  first  half  of  1947 
will  probably  he  well  above  receipts  during  the  same  period  in  1946.    Although  it  is  too  early 
to  make  an  accurate  estimate  of  crop  production  in  1947,  it  now  seems  likely  that  the  volume  of 
farm  marketings  as  a  whole  will  be  about  the  same  as  last  year.    The  outlook  for  farm  income 
during  the  latter  half  of  1947,  therefore,  depends  largely  on  the  outlook  for  prices. 

Prices  received  by  farmers  have  been  supported  in  recent  months  by  strong  demand  for 
both  domestic  consumption  and  export.    Some  decline  from  present  levels  is  expected  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year;  and  cash  receipts  in  the  second  half  of  1947  may  fall  somewhat  short 
of  the  high  levels  recorded  in  the  latter  half  of  19U6.    The  decline  is  expected  to  be  moderate, 
however,  and  may  Just  about  offset  increases  over  1946  made  in  the  first  half  of  this  year. 

For  19^7  as  a  whole,  therefore,  both  prices  received  by  farmers  and  total  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  will  probably  average  about  the  same  as  in  1946.    Production  expenses, 
however,  are  showing  further  increases  and  farmers'  net  income  for  the  year  may  be  down  a  little. 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1946  are  now  estimated  at  23,933  million  dollars, 
and  farm  operators'  net  income  is  estimated  at  15,144  million.    These  figures  will  be  reviewed 
and  new  estimates  will  be  made  in  May  and  June. 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  the  First 
Quart er  of  1947 

Farmers  are  getting  more  from  cash  sales  than  at  this  time  last  year;  but  much  less 
from  Government  payments.    Total  receipts  during  the  first  quarter  of  1947  will  be  about  5»7 
billion  dollars,  25  percent  more  than  last  year.    Receipts  from  marketings  are  up  about  30  per- 
cent.   Volume  of  sales  is  a  little  larger;  but  most  of  the  increase  in  receipts  is  the  result 
of  higher  prices  which  average  25  percent  above  the  first  quarter  of  1946.    On  the  other  hand, 
Government  payments  to  farmers  during  the  first  3  months  of  1947  probably  will  total  only  about 
100  million  dollars,  a  de'line  of  60  percent  from  last  year  when  production  payments  were  being 
made  on  sales  of  dairy  products,  beef  cattle,  sheep  and  lambs. 

First-quarter  cash  receipts  from  the  sale  of  livestock  and  products  will  be  about  3»7 
billion  dollars,  45  percent  more  than  last  year.    Prices  will  average  35  percent  higher.  Prices 
of  meat  animals  will  be  about  45  percent  above  the  first  quarter  of  1946,  and  receipts  will  be 
up  55  percent.    Both  cash  receipts  and  prices  for  dairy  products  will  be  about  40  percent  great- 
er than  last  year.    The  increase  in  dairy  receipts  however,  is  only  about  25  percent  if  allow- 
ance is  made  for  dairy  production  payments  in  1946.    Cash  receipts  from  crops  in  the  first 
quarter  may  total  about  1.8  billion  dollars,  or  8  percent  above  1946.    Prices  are  about  15 
percent  higher.    Receipts  from  food  grains  are  about  35  percent  greater,  largely  as  a  result 
of  higher  prices.    Receipts  from  tobacco  are  almost  40  percent  above  the  first  quarter  of  1946, 
mostly  because  of  heavier  marketings. 

In  February,  total  cash  receipts,  including  Government  payments,  were  around  1.7  billion 
dollars,  20  percent  below  January,  but  about  20  percent  above  February  1946.    Much  of  the  de- 
cline from  January  to  February  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  smaller  number  of  marketing  days  in 
February.    Prices  of  agricultural  commodities  in  February  averaged  about  25  percent  higher  than 
for  the  same  month  in  1946.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  about  1.2  billion  dollars, 
9  percent  below  January  but  about  40  percent  above  February  1946.    Income  from  crops  was  about 
50O  million  dollars,  40  percent  less  than  January  and  about  the  same  as  in  February  last  year. 
Receipts  from  most  crops  dropped  more  than  seasonally. 
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In  March,  total  cash  receipts  may  amount  to  108  billion  dollars,  slight- 
ly more  than  in  February  and  about  25  percent  more  than  in  March  of  last  year0 
Prices  of  all  commodities  may  average  about  25  percent  above  I9H6.    Income  from 
livestock  and  products  may  be  about  1.25  billion  dollars,  a  little  above  February 
and  UO  percent  greater  than  March  I9U60    Receipts  from  dairy  and  poultry  products 
will  rise  seasonally »    Receipts  from  crops  in  March  may  decline  slightly 0  re<=> 
fleeting  seasonal  decreases  in  grains,  cotton,  and  tobacco0 

State  and  Regional  Estimates 

Total  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  December  were  nearly  one~third 
greater  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    All  regions  showed  increases 
which  ranged  from  only  slightly  above  last  year  in  the  South  Atlantic  to  kl  per= 
cent  above  in  the  East  North  Central <=    Especially  large  gains  were  made  in  cash 
receipts  from  livestock  and  product s„    The  gain  for  the  United  States  as  a  whole 
was  HO  percent,  while  prices  showed  about  the  same  increase0    The  smallest  in- 
crease  was  29  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region?  the  largest  was  k%  percent 
in  the  South  Central,,    Increases  in  cash  receipts  from  cattle,  hogs,  and  whole- 
sale  milk  were  especially  significant  in  the  East  and  West  North  Central,,  and 
the  South  Central  regions.    Increases  in  income  from  cattle  and  wholesale  milk 
in  the  Western  Region  and  from  wholesale  milk  alone  in  the  North  Atlantic  also 
were  significant o 

The  gain  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was 
only  half  as  great  as  for  livestock  and  products^  and  varied  from  9  percent  be- 
low December  19*+5  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  33  percent  above  in  the  North 
AtlantiCo    Prices  for  crops  averaged  13  percent  higher  in  December  I9U6  than 
a  year  earlier .    Cash  receipts  from  apples  were  high  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region, 
from  corn  in  the  East  North  Central,  from  wheat  and  corn  in  the  West  North  Cen- 
tral, from  cotton  and  corn  in  the  South  Central,  from  cotton  in  the  South  At- 
lantic9  and  from  wheat  in  the  Western,,    Relatively  large  declines  in  receipts 
from  tobacco  and  oranges  accounted  for  most  of  the  decrease  in  cash  receipts 
from  crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region, 

Total  cash  receipts  from  all  farm  marketings  were  15  percent  greater  in 
19U6  than  in  I9U50    Prices  received  by  farmers  for  all  products  marketed  also 
averaged  15  percent  higher,,    Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  13 
percent  greater  than  in  ISk^o    Increases  were  made  in  all  regions  except  the 
South  Atlantic  where  declines  for  broilers  and  hogs  resulted  in  a  slight  de= 
cline  in  total  livestock  receipts,.    Income  from  wholesale  milk  showed  substan- 
tial gains  in  all  regionse    In  additionc  increases  in  income  from  cattle  were 
especially  significant  in  the  West  North  Central ^  South  Central  and  Western 
regions o    Receipts  from  hogs  also  increased  sharply  in  the  East  and  West  North 
Central  Regions.    Receipts  from  crops  in  I9U6  were  18  percent  above  19^5C 
chiefly  because  of  increases  from  wheat,  cotton*  corn,  and  soybeanse  Increases 
were  shown  in  all  regions  and  ranged  from  6  percent  in  the  North  Central  to
